will use a separate bowl of water for each cross ordered. Prop. each cellulo 
teg in the bowl with the seedlings which it names. When a pot is plented, the 


tag is tucked in at the back. 


) 2. Prepare your community pot (or pots) as per instructions in the first para= 
graph of Page D, being sure to use plenty of fine crock or the coarse grade of 
granite chips you can buy in a Chicken Feed Store. Check drainage and make sure 
the Ryerson Potting Mixture is thoroughly wet before planting. Some like a layer 
of soft brown osmunda, sliced so fibers are vertical, between the crock and 
Potting Mixture. 


When you buy just enough seedlings for ONE community pot of a cross, you will 
find the sizes vary considerably. (It wouldn't be fair to send all the largest 
seedlings to one customer and all the smallest to another, would it?) 


3. The community pot will look better, and the seedlings grow better, if the 
larger ones are planted toward the center and the smaller ones nearer the rim of 
the pot. Pick out the biggest of all and plant it right in the center of the pot. 
Then fan out from it in both directions with the next in size. This makes four 
wedge shaped fields in which to dot the smaller seedlings. Every one of your 20 
Bare Root Seedlings will have good leaf and root growth and will grow if given a 
chance. 


4. Keep your planting surface as level as possible. This LEVEL is the MOST 
IMPORTANT factor in giving your community pot seedlings the right start in life 
out of their sterile flasks. Any seedling planted too low, so that not only the 
roots but a bit of the leaf growth is under the surface (or will be the first 

time the pot is fogged) is almost certain to damp off. Seedlings that are planted 
too high == so that a good share of the roots are not tamped down into the mix- 
ture -= will either wash out with the first watering, or will gradually climb out 
so that they will be difficult to handle and to water. If a root or two is too 
long to plant with the tweezers, prune it with razor blade or sharp knife. Avoid 
bruising or bending the roots. 


5. If the Potting Mixture was thoroughly wet, and your greenhouse or Orchidarium 
humid, refrain from watering newly planted community pots for about one week. 
Thereafter, they will need to be fogged several times a day with the finest avail- 
able spray of tepid water. Feed your community pots once a week, after new 
growth has started, but be careful not to wash them out of their mixture. 


Some of my customers have reported success in growing a single community pot, by 
keeping it under a large glass bowl or plastic cake cover for the first couple 

of weeks. But don't make the enclosure so close and tight that no air reaches 
the seedlings. They need fresh air, minus drying drafts. Setting the pot on a 
pan or tray of moist gravel helps humidity, but never, never let water come up to 
the bottom of the pot, or prevent drainage in any way. If the surface of the 
potting mixture looks dry and powdery, and the seedlings also look dry, you prob- 
ably have gone to the other extreme of not providing enough water. In this case, 
return moisture to the mixture by setting the pot in a pan, pouring tepid water 
into the pan until it comes up to the level of the mixture, but does not overflow 
into the pot. Leave it there several minutes, or until the mixture again looks 
moist. Then drain and return the pot to its Orchidarium.

Lip near White at 
top, amethyst purple et lower half. Late Summer and Fall. 


#SA-3 = Le PURPURATA X L. HARPOPHYLLA - This Laelia cross should appeal to those 
of you who like odd end unusual Orchids. L. Harpophylle is brilliant orange-red, 
averages clusters of six, three-inch blooms. Lip very ruffled, edged white. 
Purpurata should increase size of flowers, retaining much of the brilliance. Late 
Winter and Spring season.

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THE SOWING OF ORCHID SEED IN BOTTLES OF ORCHID AGE 


PREPARATION OF STERILIZING SOLUTION: Put = teaspoon FRESH Calcium hypochlorite in 
D500 distilled water. (if the “bleaching powder" has no nose=stinging odor, it 

is not fresh.) Shake these ingredients ten or fifteen minutes. Make funnel of 
filter paper over small glass and drain solution through the paper. Not all 
powder will go through, but discard residue, for you will have a saturate solution 
in the glass. 


If you are planning to flask seed of a complex Cattleya cross, and you are fairly 
sure seed is not moldy, weaken the sterilizing agent with two parts distilled 
water to one of saturate solution. Most Vanda, Dendrobium and Primary Cattleya 
crosses can stand it full strength. Solution for Phalaenopsis seed must be weak- 
ened with five parts distilled water. 


Fill the smallest size - 2 dram, No. 00 - pill bottles one-third full of the above 
solution. If available, add one drop of commercial laundry t,7pe WETTING AGENT to 
each. A separate bottle should be used for each seed cross. Do not prepare them 
too far in advance of flasking, 9s solution gradually loses strength. 


OTHER EQUIPMENT NEEDED: 10% Clorox solution (made by adding 10 parts water to one 


of clorox); rubber gloves; bottle or jar of boiled distilled water; atomizer; ster~ 
{le cloth; filter papers; medicine droppers; small glass. 


PREPARING YOUR LABORATORY: If you use a Flasking case, wash inside of it and all 
that goes into it (except the seed) with 10% Clorox. Wash the air inside the case 
with 10% Clorox sprayed from small glass and rubber atomizer (Clorox will corrode 
metal). If you use the bathroom, wash the air with steam; wipe up fallen mold 
spores with Clorox solution. Sterile cloth is for wiping up excess moisture. 


If you are sowing several kinds of seed at a sitting, the Agar bottles should have 
been labelled with the correct numbers before they were washed and put into the 
laboratory. DON'T DEPEND ON YOUR MEMORY, FOR LATER YOU WON'T REMEMBER WHICH SEED 
WENT INTO WHICH BOTTLE. 


SOWING THE SEED: Empty seed packet into small bottle sterilizing solution. Recap 
bottle and shaxe three to five minutes, or until seed is evenly distributed in so- 
lution. Spread filter funnel in small glass; empty bottle contents into apex, 
letting sterilizing solution drain into glasse 


2, Use medicine dropper end boiled distilled water for washing seed from filter 
paper, back into sterilizing bottle. The easiest method is to put apex of funnel 
in little bottle and poke a hole in it with the dropper. But if you do this, be 
sure it's a clean dropper that goes into the jar of distilled water, or some seed 
will wash into it, not only wasting some, but mixing it with later seed crosses 
to be planted. 


3. Remove stopper from agar bottle bearing same number as seed packet. If agar 
looks dry, add a little distilled water before planting seed so there will be 
enough moisture to distribute seed evenly on surface. Use bulb on dropper as @ 
pump to distribute seed evenly through distilled weter in little bottle. Then 
draw up just enough to plant first flask and squirt it onto surface of agar. 
Twist sterile cotton stopper into neck of agar bottle. 


4, After all flasks have been sown, cover cotton stoppers with waxed paper or 
cellophane, tying it around necks with string. 


5, Place flasks levelly in racks made for the purpose. When you pick them up, 
keep them level, so water won't wash seed up on sides of glass. 


If a small spot of mold should form, it can be removed under sterile conditions. 
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
